First. The Missionary must be a member of the Presbytery to which the church or churches under his 
ministry belong, and he is expected to reside within the bounds of his field of labor. 


Second. From the date of this Agreement he is required : (1) To forward to the Treasurer a monthly 
voucher certifying that he has rendered the service called for in the Agreement. (2) At the end of every 
three months to forward to the Secretary a full quarterly report of his ministerial labors, giving details of 
the various departments of work, the encouragements and trials connected therewith, together with any 
facts or suggestions that may be of service to the Board, or of interest to the whole Church. Blanks for 
monthly vouchers and quarterly reports will be furnished. 


Third. No drafts or orders on the Board will be honored; but on the reception of the monthly voucher, 
the amount of compensation for the month, as determined by this Agreement, will be due, and as soon 
afterward as the funds will warrant, a check for the same will be forwarded by the Treasurer. The payment 
for the last month will be withheld until the Treasurer has received the annual contribution for the Board 
of Home Missions required from the church or churches named in the Agreement. 


Fourth. Allcontributions made by the people of his charge for the work of the Board shall be forwarded 
direct tothe Treasurer. All remittances are to be made payable to the order of ‘‘ Harvey C. Olin, Treasurer.” 


Fifth. He is required to forward to the Secretary, in time to reach him by the first of April, an 
annual statistical report for the fiscal year ending with that date, or for such portion of that year as he has 
spent in the service of the Board. An annual blank for this purpose will be furnished. 


SUGGESTIONS TO MISSIONARIES OF THE BOARD OF HOME MISSIONS 


I. The aim of the missionary must be to build up the king- 
dom of Christ, by constant and prayerful labor for the conversion 
of the unconverted, the edification of believers and the training of 
the children. 


II. The missionary, after obtaining authority from the 
Presbytery, should organize a church as soon as it is needed in 
every suitable locality where there is not one already, and willsee 
that it is placed at once under the watch and care of the Presbytery 
to which it naturally belongs. He is urged to avoid interfering 
improperly with existing organizations, or multiplying churches 
from mere sectarian considerations. 

III. He is expected to organize a Sabbath-school wherever 
it is needed, and, as far as practicable, see that it is supplied with 
teachers and spiritual oversight. 


IV. Heistocultivatein his people the spirit of benevolence 
by inducing them to contribute, as the Lord hath prospered them, 
to all the objects recommended by the General Assembly. 


VY. He is to instruct and remind the people that it is their 
duty to do their utmost towards the payment of the pastor’s salary; 
if possible to ask less year by year from the Board of Home 
Missions; and to attain to self-support.at the earliest practicable 
time. 


VI. As soon as practicable, the missionary should endeavor 
to secure for each congregation a suitable house of worship and 
a manse.

Your Letter of March 27th, asking freight rates to Nunivak 

Island, and estimate of the cost of building a three-roomed house | 
there, has our attention. 

We note your request for information as to the Island, its people 
“ and resources, and as to the amount of supplies necessary to support a 
missionary and his wife, with four or five reindeer apprentices, 

We could take freight for you from San Francisco +o Nunivak Island, 
landing it either at Kweegamut, on the southwest shore, or at 
Koot, on the northern shore, for $20.00 per ton, this being the lowest 
rate for Bering Sea. The material for building a three-roomed house, 
dimensions 24 x 28 feet, with blind attic, two chimney flues, storm doors, 
double floor, sheathed, shingled and ceiled, as mentioned in your letter, 
would cost about $1000 in San Francisco, and the freight on same, 
estimated at 25 tons, would be about $500. You would need to send also 
about $100 worth of trading goods with which to pay for native labor in 
pbuilding the house, as well as a supply of hard coal, say about five tons. 

The provisions for a missionary and his wife for one year would cost 
about $500, exclusive of freight, and those for the five apprentices 
would be somewhat less. Three tents of the sizes you specify would cost 
here $41.65. 

In regard to sailing dates, we would say that the Schooner William 
Renton will sail the last week in May, and offers the only opportunity 
that we know of for sending goods to Nunivak Island this season, as 


steamers running to Nome do not stop there. We might be able to take

SUNDAY REST CONGRESSES. 


I. Inconnection with the Exposition in Paris in 1900, an International 
Sunday Rest Congress was held. The General Secretary of the American 
Sabbath Union, the late Rev. Dr. I. W. Hathaway, was appointed by the 
United States Commissioner to represent our country in said Congress. 
He was a representative present from the United States among the 400 
delegates gathered from the Christian nations of the world. 

The people of France recognized this Congress as one of surpassing 
value and, soon after its adjournment, the French Government ordered all 
the post-offices of France closed on Sunday at 120’clock M. In various 
European countries progress is being made in securing Sabbath rest for 
toilers, while to our shame Sunday labor is rapidly increasing throughout 


the United States. 


Il. The International Sunday Rest Congress was held at St. Louis, 
Oct. 11-14, 1904, which was attended by a large number of the ablest rep- 
resentatives from various countries of Europe, Asia, Africa and America, 
on this question of World-wide interest,—Man’s Rest, Divinely Appointed, 
One Day in Seven. Many valuable papers were read and far-reaching 
results from this Congress are confidently expected. 


LOUISIANA PURCHASE EXPOSITION. 


The Congress of the United States in 1901 appropriated $5,000,000 for 
the Louisiana Purchase Exposition, held in the City of St. Louis, Mo., in 
1904. The Secretary of the American Sabbath Union, inco-operation with 
officers of other organizations, labored diligently and was influential in 
securing the introduction and adoption of the following amendment to the 
act, offered and pressed by Senator Teller : 


‘As a condition precedent to the payment of this appro- 
priation, the directors shall contract to close the gates to visitors 
on Sundays during the whole duration of the Fair.”’ 


Rev. Dr. J. Elmendorf, of the Harlem Collegiate Church, writes : 


“No grander victory for the Sabbath has ever been gained by those 
who are striving to perpetuate its authority and power and save it from 
destructive desecration. The effect will be far reaching and of inestim- 
able value in the defense of righteousness and the promotion of good in 
our land.” 

SUNDAY SALOONS. 

The American Sabbath Union, together with the New York State 
Sabbath Association (auxiliary to the Union), was among the first to orga- 
nize the opposition to the proposition to legalize the opening of the saloons 
on Sunday subsequent to the election of Hon. Seth Low as Mayor of New 
York City. To tell the work done in this connection would require an 
octavo volume. 

The American Sabbath Union does not stand for a Pharisaical 
—but for a Christian Sabbath—a day of Christian activity of Christ-like 
deeds, of rest and worship. 

It stands opposed to Sunday Open Saloons, Sunday Labor, Sunday 
Theatricals, Sunday Sports, Games, Excursions, and Sunday Newspapers. 
No man should cause his neighbor unnecessary toil on Sunday. 

It stands opposed to Sunday Social functions. It stands for a quiet, 
restful day—so far as is possible for all—a day of the family, a day for 
true rest and worship. 

Such a day as will promote health, physical, moral and spiritual—a 
day for the highest and best interests of Society—and the nation. 

Such a day was ‘¢ made for man,’’ that he may reach the ideal of his 
manhood as a child of God.

SUNDAY REST CONGRESSES. 


I, Inconnection with the Exposition in Paris in 1900, an International 
Sufiday Rest Congress was held. The General Secretary of the American 
Sabbath Union, the late Rev. Dr. I. W. Hathaway, was appointed by the 
United States Commissioner to represent our country in said Congress. 
He was a representative present from the United States among the 400 
delegates gathered from the Christian nations of the world. 

The people of France recognized this Congress as one of surpassing 
value and, soon after its adjournment, the French Government ordered all 
the post-offices of France closed on Sunday at 120’clock M. In various 
European countries progress is being made in securing Sabbath rest for 
toilers, while to our shame Sunday labor is rapidly increasing throughout 
the United States. 


II. The International Sunday Rest Congress was held at St. Louis, 
Oct. 11-14, 1904, which was attended by a large number of the ablest rep- 
resentatives from various countries of Europe, Asia, Africa and America, 
on this question of World-wide interest,—Man’s Rest, Divinely Appointed, 
One Day in Seven. Many valuable papers were read and far-reaching 
results from this Congress are confidently expected. 


LOUISIANA PURCHASE EXPOSITION. 


The Congress of the United States in 1901 appropriated $5,000,000 for 
the Louisiana Purchase Exposition, held in the City of St. Louis, Mo., in 
1904. The Secretary of the American Sabbath Union, inco-operation with 
officers of other organizations, labored diligently and was influential in 
securing the introduction and adoption of the following amendment to the 
act, offered and pressed by Senator Teller : 


«As a condition precedent to the payment of this appro. 
priation, the directors shall contract to close the gates to visitors 
on Sundays during the whole duration of the Fair.” 


Rev. Dr. J. Elmendorf, of the Harlem Collegiate Church, writes : 


‘“‘No grander victory for the Sabbath has ever been gained by those 
who are striving to perpetuate its authority and power and save it from 
destructive desecration. The effect will be far reaching and of inestim- 
able value in the defense of righteousness and the promotion of good in 
our land.” 

SUNDAY SALOONS. 

The American Sabbath Union, together with the New York State 
Sabbath Association (auxiliary to the Union), was among the first to orga- 
nize the opposition to the proposition to legalize the opening of the saloons 
on Sunday subsequent to the election of Hon. Seth Low as Mayor of New 
York City. To tell the work done in this connection would require an 
octavo volume, 

The American Sabbath Union does not stand for a Pharisaical 
—but for a Christian Sabbath—a day of Christian activity of Christ-like 
deeds, of rest and worship. 

It stands opposed to Sunday Open Saloons, Sunday Labor, Sunday 
Theatricals, Sunday Sports, Games, Excursions, and Sunday Newspapers. 
No man should cause his neighbor unnecessary toil on Sunday. 

It stands opposed to Sunday Social functions. It stands for a quiet, 
restful day—so far as is possible for all—a day of the family, a day for 
true rest and worship. 

Such a day as will promote health, physical, moral and spiritual—a 
day for the highest and best interests of Society—and the nation, 

Such a day was ‘¢ made for man,’’ that he may reach the ideal of his 
manhood as a child of God.

I have your letter of April 6th, and in reply, I have 
investizated this Nunivak Island matter quite a little. Captain 
Jarvis,formerly of the Revenue Cutter Service,tells me that this 
istand is a virgin field for missionaries, and there are some two 
or three hundred natives hiving there. 

There are a great number of boats applying to Behring 
Sea points during the open season of navigation, which is ap-= 
proximately from June 15th to November lst, but the only trouble is 
none of them call at Nunivak Island; there is not enough business 
there to warrant the steamers stopping ; then, asain, the shores 
are very dangerous for the deep draught vessels. 

Captain Jarvis tells me that Messrs. L. Foster & Co. of 
San Francisco are about the only people that could give you the ser-= 
vice and treatment that you would require. They have been taking care 
of this trace for years and they know how to handle it; while there 
is no one in Seattle that has the facilities to give you the service. 

With ref rence to making sH pments and getting people to 
the Island you will find that there is no appointed sailings, you

Your kind letter, enclosing copy of Senate Bill 
No. 5538, reached me a day or two age, and should have had my 
attention ere this, but since its receipt I have been endeavoring 
in a quiet way, withcut showing my hand, to get the opinion of some 
of the leaders cf the Republican party in Seattle with regard to 
taking from the Ruresu of Education the care of the Indian Schools 
in Alaska, ard placing the contrel of same in the hands of the 
Governcre As stated hy you, such a course of procedure has probably 
never before been undertaken in the history or any state or 
territory, and, withovt doubt, as also stated by you, public senti- 
ment has always been in faver of keeping the education of Indian 
children in the hands of the general government, rather than to 
place matters of so sreat importance in the hands of politicians who 
are given office in the territories; but I find that at the 
present time there seems to be a disposition on the part of every= 
ones with whom I have conversed to favcor a change as regards the 
policy that should be adopted in connection with these matters in 
the territory of Alaska, and in support of their views they state 
that the Governor of Alaska has really never had anything in par- 
ticular to do or any authority to act, but has been simply a figure=- 
head, to a large extent at least, his duties consisting wholly in 
sending in reports to the general government with regard to the 
condition of affairs, and making recommendations as to what shouid 
be done. AsS mentioned above, the gentlemen with whom I have talked 
suggest that the fovernor should have something to do, and that 
the education of the Indians and the supervision of the reindeer 
industry, in their opinion, should be turned ever to him, so that 
he can be held directly responsible to the general sovernmente 


Yesterday I had a talk with Mr. Hoggatt, who has recently 

peen appointed to take Governor Prady's place, and is now on his 
way North to take the oath cof office, Of course, in my conversa- 
tion with him I simply talked in a general way, with a view to draw- 
ing him out as regards the Nelsen bill. His opinion is that no 
Legislation will be enacted during the present term of Congress 
with regard to the school work in Alaska; eventually he thinks a 
change will be made, but stated that, personally, he hoped it would 
not be, because it would throw a great deal of work and responsibi- 
Lity upon his shoulders which he would like to escape, AS regards 

the reindecr ivdustry, he had but little to say, but did suggest 
that in his cpinion the government would in the near future turn 
this industry over +o private individuals. 


Now, with regard to taking up the Nelson bill with our 
Senators and Congressman, will say that you are, I am sure, aware 
of the fact that we, as a firm, have alweys been in hearty sym= 
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pathy with your work in Alaska, and we have alse been very warm 
admirers and close friends of Gov. Rrady. The Nelson bill, or any 
other measure that might he proposed, or any report that might 
come to us of a disparacing nature concerning Gov, Rrady or your- 
self, or the good work that beth of you have accomplished in 
Aleska would not in any way change our opinion concerning you or 
cur regard for you. Rut, our pesition at the present time is a 
somewhat peculiar one, in this respect, to-wit; because we have 
always championed vour cause and it has heen known that we were 
vour firm friends and supporters, our Loyalty which we have always 
shown has been questioned, and we have heen subjected to more or 
Less criticism because of our attitude, Abvout this we do not 
care, for the reascn that we have every confidence in you, and 
idle reports and criticisms coneerning your administration of affairs 
in Alaska count for nothing with us; but, after talking the 
matter cver very fully among curselves, we have come to the 
conclusion that, because of cur friendship for you, anything we 
might say at the present time, or any suggestions we might make 
threugh our Congressicnal delegation would, in our opinion, have 
exactly the opposite effect from the one desired; and for this 
reason we have come-to the conclusion that, for the present at 
least, it will not te wise for us to put ourselves on record in any 
way concerning Senator Nelson's bill relating to the education and 
care of the Indians and Fskimos of Alaska, As already stated, Mr, 
Horgatt, the incoming governor, does not think there will be any 
legislation during the present session of Congress affecting these 
matters, and in case his prediction proves true, there will be a 
good opportunity before Congress convenes again for us to take the 
matter up perscnally with Senator Piles and Representatives Hum- 
phrey and Cushman, which we will be very glad to do, 


I have, as you suggest, noticed in the F, I, the positive 
statements of Mr, Walter B. Clark, special correspondent, to the 
effect that the reindeer industry will he taken away from the Bureau 
of Education, hut have always regarded these statements as simply 
voicing Secretary Hitchcock's ideas, and have not given them very 
much weischte 


Now, I hope you will fully understand and appreciate our 

position in connection with this matter, and not feel at all unkind-= 

ly towards us because we do not think it would be advisable for 
us to take these matters up at the present time with our Senator 
and Revresentatives, A little later on there may be a change in the 
views of those who are now in authority, and should such be the case, 
or should their places ‘hbefilled by others with different views, we 
will be only too glad, if in our power, to render you any possitle 
service, No doubt you will be out this way during theSummer, at 
least, we hope so, and if you do come, we will then co over the 
situation with you fully.
